Airport  Limousine  - Qie  fare  to  the  ii-H  Center  from  the  National  Airport 
is  ^2,75*  Group  rate  or  family  rate  would  be  one  full  fare  ($2*75)  plus 
$1*00  for  each  extra  passenger.
